not found it. There is a hint that Greek soldiers stepped over on 
Bulgarian soiL This comes from Sofia. There is another hint 
that Bulgarian troops walked over on Greek soil. This comes from 
Athens. So both hints mean little. If it came right down to cases 
it is probable that not one soldier in 1000 on either side could tell 
you the real cause of the trouble.

Those Balkan States and Greece apparently don't need a real 
cause for war. They fight on suspicion.

The League of Nations Council met in the biff "treaty room" at 
Versailles and framed an ultimatum to Greece and Bulgaria, order­ 
ing both nations to withdraw their troops unconditionally and 
within 24 hours. This ukase marks the first long, step toward 
actual war-prevention that the Council has ever taken in the face 
of actual hostilities.

The lasting results of the League's action w.111 be worth noting. 
If war is permanently prevented by the action of the League 
Council, a great precedent will have been established.
